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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
Claims 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Claim 6 - "the maximal diameter" in line 4 and "the minimum diameter" in line 8 
lack antecedent basis. Also, in claim 6, "electrodes" per se in lines 6 and 1 1 lack antecedent basis 
and the "at least one of said first set of electrodes" in line 6 should only be adapted to be located 
apart from and not in contact with a surface of the heart. Additionally, in claim 6, a comma 
should follow "subcatheter" in line 12 and "can manipulated" in lines 14-15 is vague. Claim 9 - 
"where" should be —wherein — in line 1. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

Claims 6-9 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
